( i ) The net expenditure for the year excluding the 
amount held under " suspense" and the umounts paid 
as contributions to the various funds aggregating, 
Rs. 28 . 43 lakhs, amounted to Rs. 85 . 68 lakhs as against 
Rs. 8964 lakhs in the previous year . 

( ii ) The ratio of working expenses to revenue re 
ceipis has increased to 64 - 78 per cent. as compared 
with 54 . 60 per cent. in the previous year . This was 
mainly due to less receipts during the year under 
review , consequent on a fall mainly in the volume 
of foodgrain imports and chemical manure , partly 
counterbalanced by an increase in the import of 
Sugar, 

With effect from the 1st October 1953 , the scales of 
pay of a large number of posts in the lower cadre in 
all departments of the Trust were revised at an es 
timated extra cost of Rs. 2,64 , 300 per annum . 

( iii ) The balances in the various reserve funds of 
the Port Trust at the end of the year were satisfac 
tory . 

( iv ) The Pilotage Fund receipts and expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 5 . 35 lakhs and Rs. 5 .02 lakhs res 
pectively . The actual closing balance at the end of 
1953 - 54 was Rs. 2 .04 lakhs. 

( v ) The sterling loan of £ . 3, 30 ,000 raised in London 
in 1923 was completely repaid during the year under 
review . The Sinking Fund formed for the purpose 
was closed and the balance of Rs. 1 , 95 , 660 represent 
ing interest accumulations in the fund was transfer 
red to the Revenue Account. 

( vi) Outstanding loans. The amount of outstanding 
loang owing to the Government was Rs. 90 , 05, 455 at 
the end of the year , 

( 2 ) Traffic . The total tonnage of imports and ex 
ports which passed through the Port during the year 
was imports 1,641, 325 and exports 494 ,610 as against 
1 ,869, 082 and 336 , 065 respectively in the previous year . 
The trade as a whole thus showed a small decrease 
during the year. 

The tonnage of foodgrains imported through the 
Port during the year was 1, 80, 299 as against 340 , 272 
of the previous year . 

The tonnage of coal imported by sea during the 
year was 462, 116 compared with 454, 758 in the pre 
vious year , 

There was a marked rise in the exports of ores dur 
ing the year, 

( 3 ) Value of trade. — The value of the total trade 
of the Port during the year was about Rs. 17 ,599 . 38 
lakhs as against Rs. 14 , 781 . 05 lakhs during the pre 
vious year . 

( 4 ) Shipping. The number of vessels excluding 
sailing vessels that entered the harbour during the 
year was 1037 against 1026 in the previous year and 
their total tonnage showed a small increase from 
3,837 , 117 to 3 ,859, 704 .
